ing the best to succor the suffers. 
In Shsm ien suburb, where foreigners 
live, a terrific shock was < uused by 
the explosion, but the residents were 
unharmed. The city of Canton Is about 
six m iles In circum ference and en­ 
closed by 
w alls about tw enty

thick and from tw enty to forty f< et 
high. Th* re are sixteen gates into the 
city, besides two water gates.

fam ous nine-story pagoda, dating from 
the beginning of the middle ages, is 
situated In the western part of what 
Is known as the Old City.
